1. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, i.e., U.S. Patent No. 5,977,964 to Williams et al. JP 1 1-8810 by 
Robarts et al. and U.S. Patent No. 5,793,438 to Bedard, taken singly or in combination, fail to 
teach or suggest the following features, when they are taken in combination with the remaining 
features of independent claims 1,6, 11, 12 and 13: 

means for generating a first image corresponding to the user preference 
information (e.g., FIG. 7); 

means for generating a search condition setting image corresponding to a user set 
search condition (e.g., FIGs. 5-6); 

means for generating a second image corresponding to a search result (e.g., FIG. 

8); 

means for superimposing either: 

(a) the first image and the second image, or 

(b) the search condition setting image; 

wherein the means for superimposing superimposes (a) or (b) over a 
current video signal.
